China Sources 
Think Japs To 


Attack Siberia 


By WILLIAM McGAFFIN 

CHUNGKING, June 18.—(AP) 
—While informed sources here 
believe the Japanese may attack 
Russian Siberia before the sum- 
mer is over, the enemy now is 
concentrating on the reinforce- 
ment of his air strength in the 
China and Burma theatres. 

Army intelligence reports 
eeived here indicated today the Jap- 
anese now have 500 planes in Burma 
and have increased the number 
actually in China to 300, with a 
fresh influx of planes at Canton 
and Hankow, 

Aerial preparations of the foe 
gave weight to indications the Jap- 
anese would intensify their efforts 
to tighten the cordon around the 
still free parts of southern China 
and thereby strangle Chungking. 
The present’ nutcracker offensive in 
the eastern China provinces of 
Chekiang and Kiangsi is an im- 
portant part of these efforts. 


RAIL HOLD NARROWING 

On the Chekiang-Kiangsi front, 
the Chinese hold on the important 
railway looping through the. two 
provinces has been narrowed to 
about 50 of the 450-mile length of 
the line, 

Informed sources here, dis- 
cussing prospects of a Japanese 
attack on easternmost Russia, said 
the Japanese had jaken certain 
preparatory steps but were leav- 
ing one, reinforcement of the air 
force in Manchukuo, to the last. 
Chinese informants said, however, 

that reinforcements of Japanese air 


power in Manchukuo could be 
effected easily at the 11th hour 
when the Japanese are ready.

Russian Cossacks 
Smash Nazi Tanks 


By JOHN EVANS 

KUIBYSHEV, Russia, June 18.— 
(BUP)—Russian Cossack cavalry- 
men riding into battle with long 
anti-tank rifles attached to their 
saddles like lances, are playing 
havoc with German tank units on 
the Kharkov front, a dispatch to 
the English-language Moscow News 
said today. 

The Moscow News correspondent 
éaid that an entire column of Ger- 
man heavy and medium tanks was 
broken up and scattered by the 
Cossacks who destroyed “scores” of 
the enemy tanks. 

The anti-tank rifles of the cav- 
alry forces appear much like the 
lances carried by their forefathers 


and are called “20th century 
lances,” the account said. 
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The minister stated that Pre- 
mier John Bracken of Manitoba 
and Premier W. J. Patterson of 
Saskatchewan had accepted Al- 
berta’s invitation to send govern- 
ment representatives to the farm 
debt conference, and that Saska- 
toon had been selected as the 
most central meeting place for the 
three provinces.

Social Security 
Length Of Days 
For Most Folks 


JASPER PARK, June 18.— (CP) 
—Studies or the tire expectancy 
of pensioners has given definite 
indications that the life span can 
be lengthened by increased social 
security, Dr. R. E. Wodehouse, 
deputy minister of pensions and 
health, said today in an address 
at the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Medical Association. 

Persons with amputations who 
are pensioned live longer than ordi- 
nary citizens and have fewer hos- 
pital episodes, Dr. Wodehouse re- 
ported, 

“Social security, we think, does 
the trick,” he added. They have a 
sheet-anchor in pensions. They have 
the highest preference in civil ser- 
vice appointments. They have hos- 
pitalization always provided for any 
sickness and full hospital ‘allow- 
ances if being treated for their pen- 
sionable disability. 

“We know our pensioners of the 
last war at the average age of 52 
have an expectancy of life 24% years 
exceeding that of the balance of 
Our population at the same age. 

“It seems to the department and 
tts ministers (Pensions Minister 
Mackenzie) that all our people are 
entitled to the same happier 
state,” Dr. Wodehouse said.

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Looms After 
Axis Advance

CAIRO, June 18.—(AP)— 
The British army fell back 
to fortified positions near the 
Egyptian frontier today, 
leaving the fortress. of To- 
bruk all but surrounded by 
Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel’s German and Italian di- 
visions. 

Only a coastal road remained 
open to link Tobruk with the 
Egyptian border 80 miles eastward. 

Apparently Lt.-Gen. Nei] Ritchie's 
8th Army split into two forces, one 
remaining to man the defences of 
Tobruk against imminent onslaught 
or a siege such as that which en- 
dured for nearly eight months in 
1941. 

HEAVY AIR BLOWS 

British forces still were on the 
perimeter of Tobruk’s south and 
southwest defences where they 
hurled back repeated Axis assaults 
last year and where they stood 
when relieved by a British west- 
ward offensive on Dec. 10, 1941. 

Thus the situation now was al- 


most the same as that during the | 


long siege. 

Allied air squadrons, supporting 
the ground forces, broke allt rec- 
ords for bombing and strafing as 
the enemy moved eastward and 
the British forces pulled out of El 
Adem and Sidi Resegh. 

The desert trails were littered 
with vehicles wrecked or burned by 
‘the Allied pilots. 

British headquarters reported the 
removal of the garrisons of E] Adem 
18 miles south of Tobruk, and Sidi 
Rezegh, 25 miles to the southeast, 
strong points of the realignefl de- 
fences ‘since the Ain El Gazala-Bir 
Hacheim line was shattered by 
German-Italian attacks, 


SET UP NEW LINES 

The troops set up new lines be- 
tween Tobruk and the Egyptian 
frontier, British observers said. 

Tobruk, 80 miles west of the Egyp- 
tian border, has been held by the 
British forces since they captured 
it from the Italians Jan. 22, 1941 
Its small but deep harbor is the 
best for more than 1,000 miles be- 
tween Alexandria, Egypt, and Sfax 
Tunisia.

You 
may rest assured that our bombing 
effort against Germany will be dir- 
ected against the most effective 
points.” 

Then Moore made his demand 
that the Nasis be given “an eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth” treatment, 

“You were not talking about an 
eye for an eye, but village for a 
village,” Attlee said. “And that in- 
volves the most effective use of the 
air force. You will agree it is not 
necessarily the most effective use 
of the air force to bomb a number 

of separate villages. It is the polics 
of the air force to bomb where it 
can be most effective.” 


NEW NAZI THREATS 

Meanwhile, reports reaching Lon- 
don said Kurt Daluege, successor 
to Heydrich in Bohemia-Moravia, 
had warned that other villages must 
suffer the fate of Lidice for “acts 
against Germany.” 

Latest reports on Nazi reprisals 
were that the number of execu- 
tions in Prague and Brunn for 
Heydrich’s death had reached 472, 
excluding an estimated 250 slain 
when the Germans razed Lidice. 
The Czech government today de- 

manded the right to execute Adolf 
Hitler, Hermann Wilhelm Goering, 
Heinrich Himmler and other Nazi 
leaders when the war ends in re- 
tribution for the German reprisals.

“I couldn't get that Brogan away. 
He was dashing Into Italian tents 
firing his Tommy gun, then running 
into dugouts with the Italians run- 
ning from him and squealing like 
pigs. When I'd call him off, he'd 
reply, ‘Aw, jast one more, please’.” 

The British made their way 
through at least one panzer unit 
of the famed German Afrika 
Korps and eluded two Itatian di- 
visions, probably the Brescia and 
Pavia, 

Officers told how they sneaked

OTTAWA, June 18.—(CP)— Pro- 
duction of replacement parts for all 
automobiles and trucks will be re- 
duced to 70 per cent of 1941 value 
and arrangements are made for a 
priority system in distribution of 
available supplies under an order 
issued by Motor Vehicles Controller 
J. H. Berry, announced today, 

The cut in output is effective im- 
mediately, said a statement by 
Munitions Minister Howe. 

“Starting with the months of 
May, June and July, and continuing 
for each succeeding three - month 
period thereafter, the production of 
the specified replacement parts is 
limited to 70 per cent in total dollar 
value of similar parts sold or sup- 
plied during the corresponding 
period of 1941. The production quota 
is accompanied by certain restric- 
tions in inventory of finished parts.

TORONTO, . June 18.—Attorney-General Conant 
Tuesday told a meeting of ARP officials from Detroit and 
Toronto, “Japan’s landing on the Aleutian islands consti- 
tutes a pistol pointing at our heads.” 

He said if the Japanese maintain their foothold it will 
mean they will send thousands of planes to bomb this con- 
tinent. 


VICTORIA, June 18—(CP)—Royal Canadian Air Force 
squadrons and anti-aircraft units of the Canadian army 
have been operating for some days with the United States 
forces in Alaska, Lt.-Gen. Kenneth Stuart, chief of the Can- 
adian general staff, said in a statement released here last 


night. 


Gen. Stuart, who arrived yesterday to take over tem- 
porarily as general officer commanding the Pacific com- 
mand, said he had been authorized by Defence Minister 
Ralston to make the statement. 


Gen. Stuart said he attached “considerable significance 
to the latest Japanese move (in the Aleutians). It is an ob- 
vious defensive attempt to neutralize, destroy or occupy 
Such air bases in the Aleutians as can be used for ‘jumping- 
off points’ for raids on Japan by shore-based aircraft. 


“Idle To Say We Are Not Concerned” 


“It is also true that if Japan can hold the gains in the 
Aleutians she will be much closer to Canadian objectives 


than she was before. In these circumstances it is idle to say 
that we are not concerned with developments.” 


(Tuesday Gen. Stuart, in an inter. 


view at Vancouver, was quoted as 
Saying there is “no reason to be 
alarmed” over the “little invasion’ 
of the Aleutian islands by the Jap- 
anese.) 

“I am afraid 1 could not have 
expressed myself clearly when 
questioned by the press at Van- 
couver recently,” Gen, Stuart said 
last night, 

“The implication from my state- 
ment, as reported, is that I do not 
place any strategical significance 
on recent events in the Aleutians.

The first word of the Japanese 
landings on the outer tip of the fog- 
shrouded Aleutians came last Friday 
when the United States navy de- 
partment at Washington announced 
Japanese forces had made a small- 
scale landing on remote and rocky 
Attu island and on Rat island 
where Kiska harbor is situated.

Monday. First word of steps taken 

to blast the Japanese from their 
footholds reported the sinking of 
at least one cruiser and the dam- 
aging of seven other vessels, in- 
cluding an aircraft carrier. 

Washington circles have expressed 
conviction that the Japanese land- 
ings are directed not only at Alaska, 
Canada and the U.S. but also at 
Russia. Possession of the western 
tip of the Aleutians would give the 
Japanese advantages in the northern 
Pacific, especially in the event of 
their attacking Russia.

Russ Assaults 
Smashing Back 
Nazis’ Forces

MOSCOW, June 18.—(BUP)—~ 
Front line dispatches sald today 
that Red army counter-attacks 
had regained an outer line of 
trenches at Sevastopol and 
smashed a German attempt to 
cross a strategic river (probably 
the Donets) on the Kharkov 
front, 

The defences of Sevastopol re- 
main unpierced after 13 days of 
Savage enemy onslaughts which 
continue with undiminished inten- 
sity, according to a dispatch to the 
army newspaper Red Star. 

In one sector, the dispatch said, 
daring Russian counter-attacks re- 
captured a line of important 
trenches that had been seized by 
the enemy. (Berlin claimed that 
the northern defences of Sevastopol 
had been pierced and the main 
Russian base seized.) 

Dispatches said that the pressure 
of the German's big drives on the 
Kharkov front appeared to have 
slackened as a result of fierce Rus- 
sian counter-blows but sharp fight- 
ing continued on the whole sector. 

A Pravda correspondent said the 
Red army had repulsed “repeated 
attempts of the enemy to cross a 
strategic river with huge forces of 
infantry, tanks and artillery.” The 
attack cost the Germans another 
1,500 dead, 15 field guns and one 
artillery regiment, the dispatch 
said, «The Russians seized the ini- 
tiative on ‘some sectors of the 
Kharkov front,

Sir Arthur predicts the Germans 
will “scream for mercy” when the 
combined British and American air 
forces begin working on them, and 
then, he adds happily, “the time 
will come for a final kick in the 
pants for Japan.” 

Sir Arthur's knighthood—Knight 
Commander of the Bath—was con- 


ferred upon him in last week's 
King’s birthday honors, 
Profane and energetic, Sir 


Arthur is vigorous and fit at 50. 
No old-school-tie boy, he some- 
times shocks subordinates from 
the public schools with his salty 
speech and brusque manner, 

Before the last war he was a to- 
bacco planter in Rhodesia. He 
joined the First Rhodesian Regi- 
ment as a bugler in 1914. A year 
later he was transferred to the 
Royal Flying Corps. 

Army life left him with a deep- 
rooted aversion to walking, Today 
he will walk only a few steps 

He got a permanent commission 


in the R.A.F. in 1919 after three 
years of flying and fighting in 
France 


PLAN AIR VICTORY 

While Goering and Udet licked the 
German air force into shape, Harris 
and his fellow members on the 
Planning board began plotting to 
defeat Germany by bombing. 

This amused European observ- 
ers, The R.A.F. bomber command 
consisted of ancient crates and 
the fighter force was little better 
off. 

Harris and his fellows, unortho- 
dox men with an unorthodox plan, 
were unpopular with the aging ad- 
mirals and generals who were de- 
ciding to fight Hitler on lines simi- 
lar to those used against the Kaiser. 

Although far from a “political 
airman” he aired his views to any- 
one who cared to listen, in blunt, 
harsh phrases 


VISITED CANADA 

After leaving the staff in 1937, 
Sir Arthur went to Canada and the 
United States on an air ministry 
mission. Then he returned to the 


Middle East to shake up the R.A.F. 
There he was promoted to air vice- 
marshal in July, 1939, and returned 


to Britain just after the outbreak | 


of war 

He still flies his own plane around 
the country on inspection tours. 

Perhaps the best guide to his 
character as a commander and a 
fighter is his often quoted remark: 

“Whenever I see an unnecessary 
pane of glass I want to kick it 
out.” 

A great many Britons have been 
bombed into feeling that German 
industrial cities are unnecessary, 
They believe Harris is the man to 
kick them out.

Several thousand alfalfa growerp in 
north-eastern Saskatchewan yester 
day watched the destruction of thei 
orons by a disease known as “crown 
rot.” 

More than half of the 1942 crop 
has been destroyed, and the diseasc 
continues to take heavy toll, sweep- 
ing new fields each day.

Start July Ist 


| OTTAWA, Sune 18.— (CP) — 

Coupon sugar rationing will come 
| into effect throughout Canada on 

July 1, Donald Gordon, Wartime 

Prices and Trade Board chairman, 

said last night in a radio talk out- 

lining plans for introduction of 
the coupon scheme. 

The present individual allowance 
of one-half pound of sugar a week 
for each individual will be con- 
tinued. The board has not decided 
to ration any other commodities, 
| Mr. Gordon said. 

First coupon books to be issued 
will be for a 10-week period and 
subsequent books will be good for 
six months, 

“Beginning July 1—it will be 
against th® law for anyone to buy 
any sugar for ordinary household 
use unless coupons are surrendered 


to the seller at the time the pur- 
chase is made,’ Mr. Gordon de- 
clared 


“Any tumors you hear about 
| the rationing of other commodities 
by coupons are without founda- 
tion because the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board has made no de-

quired to complete a purchase 
voucher from which retail stores 
will furnish 

Special arrangements for the use 
of purchase vouchers by institutions 
and industrial users of sugar have 
been completed and will be de- 
scribed through newspapers, Mr. 
Gordon said. 

DISTRIBUTE FORMS 

Simple application forms for cou- 
pons will be distributed June 23 to 
homes receiving a daily house-to- 
house mail delivery. Distribution by 
mail will also be made on rural 
mail routes. 

The forms will provide space 
for the name of each member of 
a family and in houses occupied 
by more than one family separ- 
ate cards must be filled out for 
each family, Mr. Gordon ex- 
plained. 

Cards will be collected from 
homes in rural areas between 6 
p.m. and 10 p.m. on the evening of 
June 25. The cards will be gath- 
ered at a central point from which 
coupon ration cards with coupons 
attached will be issued in sufficient 
time to reach each family by July 
1, allowing continued purchases of 
Sugar at the rate of one-half pound 
a week for each person. 

“However, if you have two weeks 
or more supply of sugar on hand 
you must not use your coupons to 
buy sugar,” Mr. Gordon warned, 
NO COLLECTION 

Application cards from house- 
holders on urban postal routes will 
not be collected, Mr. Gordon said. 
These people will be required to 
drop them in the nearest postal 
box or if it ls customary for them 
to pick up their mail at a post office, 
to return the cards there. 

A spokesman for the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board said that 
postal boxes in this connection 
meant farm letter boxes at farm 
gates, into which mail is delivered 
on rural routes, 

OTTAWA, June 18.—(CP)—Four 
classes of consumers will be eligible 
to purchase sugar under the coupon 
rationing scheme which goes into 
effect July 1, the Wartime Prices 
and Trade Board said in a state- 
ment last night supplementing an 


outline of the plan given by Donald 
Gordon, board chairman, in a radio 
address. : 

Purchasers are classed as private 
consumers, industrial users, public 
caterers and institutions. The 
coupons will be used only for the 
private consumers, 

Public caterers and operators of 
institutions will be required to fill 
out voucher forms when purchasing 
sugar. ‘lhe new order also makes 
them subject to the same limit as 
industrial users-—-70 per cent of the 
quantity of sugar used in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1941,

SB—Adequate low-cost 
facilities for agriculture. 

4-—A comprehensive scheme of 
crop insurance. 

5—An equitable re-sdjustment 
of all debts on a three per cent

The organization 
has been built up since then until 
there are now plants at Edmonton, 
Wetaskiwin, Sedgewick, Edgerton, 
Andrew and Thorsby. Two other 
plants are operated but not owned 
by the organization.

Again Seek Pos 


NEW YORK, June 18—(AP)— 
Wendell L. Willkie, Republican 
presidential candidate in 1940, de- 
clared Jast night that “I doubt if 1 
will ever aspire to public office 
again.” He made the declaration 
at an address at a dinner in honor 
of Senator Robert F. Wagner, New 
York Democrat. 

“There are some things in which 
Iam so greatly interested that I

He made the observation that he 
was “getting old and fat” and add- 
ed that because of the causes in 
which he is interested he will never 
miss an opportunity to declare 
himself “in favor of their preserva- 
tion.”

LONDON, June 18.— (CP) — The 
Berlin radio in a Paris dispatch re-

He was born at Fort Thomas, 
Arizona, Jan. 13, 1880. At the age 
of 20 he went to Chicago to study 
law and voice. He later gave up 
the field of law and entered the 
insurance field, He later launch- 
ed into business for himself as the 
Melvin Jones Insurance Agency. 

As early as 1914 he began corres- 
ponding with various independent 
clubs in many parts of the United 
States asking them to consider 
uniting and forming an association. | 


LIONS CLUBS FORMED 

As the result of these efforts, the 
Internationa] Association of Lions 
Clubs was formed in Chicago on 
June 7, 1917. The first convention 
was called for Dallas, Texas, which 
incidentally is the home of the pres- 
ent International Governor, for the 
fall of that year.

The Livestock Branch 


Cash income from the sale of farm 
products in the prairie provinces during 
the first three months of this year totalled 
nearly $6,000,000 more than during the 
first quarter of last year. Wheat sales 
were down nearly $15,000,000, but spro- 
ceeds from the sales of livestock and live- 
stock products balanced the score with a 
margin of one-third to the good. 

Livestock is saving the situation for 
western agriculture at the present time. 
If farm income still depended on the sale 
of grain in any such proportion as in the 
past, the prairie farmer would be in a bad 
spot, and western business would be at 
low ebb except in so far as it could be 
supported by war industries and move- 
ments, And for the time there is no limit 
to the market for stock and stock pro- 
ducts; on the contrary there is an insist- 
ent call for more, 

It is to be hoped the impetus thus 
given to stock-raising in the west will 
never be lost. The present opportunity 
for indefinite expansion cannot be expect- 
ed to continue, but for all time the stock 
branch should bulk larger in the scheme 
of western agriculture than it has in the 
past. Public policies should be definitely 
shaped to that end, for a relapse to the all 
but exclusive grain-growing type of farm- 
ing would spell disaster. 


This Should Not Be 


What is wrong with Canadians who are 
not eligible for enlistment in the Active 
army that they are not filling up the ranks 
of the Reserve units? Is it that they do 
not sense the reality of the facts they 
hear and read every day and the deadly 
logic with which these point to the need 
of building up our home defence forces to 
the maximum? f 

The Japanese have obtained a foot- 
hold on the bridge which leads to this 
continent. Our neighbor is fighting des- 
perately to throw them back. If they 
cannot be thrown back, their next hop 
may land them somewhere on the coast 
of British Columbia. Surely no one can 
be blind to the duty, or the practical 
prudence, of mustering into our defence 
forces aS many men as can be armed and 
trained, and of doing this with the least 
possible loss of time. 

A few weeks ago the electors gave the 
Government direct authority to draft men 
for service oversea.. Yet by refusing to 
join the Reserve units men who could be 
training in these units are making it nec- 
essary to keep in Canada men who have 
voluntarily enlisted for oversea service. 
The thing does not make sense. ~ 

There are thousands of men in Canada 
who could not and should not go oversea 
but who could and should be in the home 
defence forces; men who are retired but 
still in good health, men working regularly 
by day but who have time and energy in 
their off hours for golf and tennis. Yet 
the Minister of Defence has to threaten 
to draft men for the defence forces! 


Loss And Gain 


London reports do not claim that the 
battle in the Mediterranean was more than 
a “limited” Allied success. The inference 
from this guarded language is that we lost 
some transports, probably quite a num- 
ber of airplanes, perhaps also some war- 
ships. It was not a costless victory; that 
is admitted. 

But the gain evidently outbalanced 
the loss decisively. The needed supplies, 
and perhaps reinforcements, got through 
to Malta and Tobruk. And the enemy sea- 
power is less for the time at least by two 
battleships badly damaged, and perman- 
ently less by one large cruiser sunk, with 
some smaller cruisers and destroyers 
damaged and probably also sunk, 

This reduces the Mussolini fleet to two 
battleships and one heavy cruiser in con- 
dition for action. It started the war with 
six battleships at least, and seven of the 
large-size cruisers, These were splendid 
ships, modern all of them, and remarkable 
for their high speed. They comprised the 
backbone of a force which might well have 
been counted on to keep I] Duce's “lake” 


and to block the sending of men and 
supplies to Egypt. That this force has 
been crippled is more important than 


where the fighting line happens to be 
drawn at any particular time across the 
sands of Libya. 

It is still a force to be reckoned with, 
for it is strong in lighter vessels and par- 
ticularly strong in submarines. But its 
striking power has been shattered, and 
it will not be necessary hereafter to keep 
so many Allied capital ships in the Medi- 
terranean. 


It Must Be Getting Scarce 


Herr Hitler is said to have massed 
500,000 men on the Kharkoy salient, with 
every weapon of every kind that can be 
spared from other areas, If the estimate 
is anywhere near the mark, he is staking 
much, perhaps everything, in the attempt 
to break through the southern sector. The 
need for Caucasus oil must be very seri- 
ous to warrant such a gamble for the 
mere chance of starting a drive toward 
that distant field. 


men are being secrificed in the attempt to 
capture Sevastopol carries the same in- 
ference. It can have no other meaning. 

There is no sign that the Nazi planes, 
tanks or submarines are short of fuel. 
But there must be an oil shortage coming 
into view, whether of fuel or lubricants, to 
inspire such desperate efforts to get with- 
in reach of a new source of supply. Not 
that Hitler cares at all how many Germans 
are killed in his battles, but he is bound to 
care for the reaction which the terrific 
slaughter is certain to have in the army 
and at home. 

Faithful as they are, to the point of 
abject servility, even Nazi soldiers must 
see some vital objective for which. they are 
dying in scores of thousands. And, dra- 
gopned and terrified as they are, the Ger- 
man civilians are not without power to 
bring matters to a head if they became 
convinced that their sons were being killed 
with no vital purpose in view. 

If oil was not urgently needed, or the 
need plainly in prospect, Hitler would 
hardly dare order men in such masses to 
their death on the southeastern front— 
for besides the Caucasus oil there is no 
compensating military gain to be made in 
that direction.

The Government of Eire is registering 
an “energetic protest” at Berlin because 
Nazi planes sank an Eire merchant ship, 
off the coast of Spain. Compensation will 
be demanded, which Berlin will probably 
pay as it has paid other damage claims 
presented by Dublin—and charge up the 
amount for collection if and when Lire is 
occupied. That anything more will come 
of the protest is not likely.

1892 — 50 Years Ago 


The town fire engine arrived on Monday’s 
train. It was tested on Wednesday and found 
to work satisfactorily, The water is forced by 
air pressure, which can be produced in seven 
minutes, Two continuous streams can be thrown 
about 70 feet by keeping up the air pressure by 
means of two hand pumps.

“Let us spike once and for all 
the pernicious whispers from the 
mouths of those who are weak 
enough to fall into the propa- 
ganda traps of the enemy that 
Canada is fighting Britain’s war. 
Can it be, Mr. Speaker, that there 
are those who would fall for such 
bait and still maintain a show of 
sincerity? Can it be that there 
are men blind enough that they 
would ascribe the’ fall of Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Norway, Hol- 
land, Belgium, France, the tra- 
gedy of Hong Kong, Pear] Har- 
bor, Baatan and the attacks on 
the North American continent it- 
self to the cunning of the crafty 
English who could force Canada 
into defending Great Britain? 

“Let us, on the contrary, to- 
gether with all other United Na- 
tions, thank Providence that Bri- 
tain was stil] in the fight in 1940;

Brazil Tackles Rubber Problem 


By ALLEN HADEN, IN THE 
CHICAGO DAILY NEWS 


Despite all the brain work and 
muscle being lavished on pro- 
ducing rubber in Brazil, supplies 
of raw rubber during 1942 will 
only make a pinhead impression 
On the gigantic demands of the 


United States armament  in- 
dustry. 
Brazilian fTubber production 


during 1942—with luck—will ap- 
proximate 28,000 tons or a 10-day 
supply on the basis of United 
States consumption of 1,000,000 
tons per year. But this will rep- 
resent a 9,000-ton increase over 
1941, or about 30 per cent. 

Because each pound of rubber 
is valuable, some of the best 
brains in Brazil are working 
with experts from U.S. industry 
and government departments to 
tap every possible wild hevea 
braziliensis that can be reached 
in the Amazon Valley, Acre Ter- 
ritory and Matto Grosso, 

The Brazilian Government has 
leaped into the rubber produc- 
tion problem with both feet. 
With U.S. assistance of money 
and experts in rubber production 
and sanitation; Brazil has a 
three-fold approach. 

1, A separate department of 
the government is being or- 
ganized, patterned on the exist- 
ing Brazilian coffee department, 
to buy all raw rubber from tap- 
pers, make allocations to Brazil- 
lan industry and export the bal- 
ance to the United States. 

2. A gigantic mass colonization 
scheme is being worked out to 
supply labor to the sparsely- 
populated Amazon. 

3. How to preduce more and 
better rubber is being scienti- 
fically studied. 

The United States treasury has 
earmarked $10,000,000 directly 
to fostering rubber production in 
the Amazon. 

Both countries see the rubber 
problem as double-barrelled; one 
Jong range and the other short 
range. 

The short-range program is to 
produce as much rubber as quick- 
ly as possible, The cost is no 


object now. . 
To make the “seringeiro’ 
(rubber tapper) less miserable, 


the United States has promised | 


to provide $5,000,000 for sanita- in 


tion. Malaria is the worst scourge 
of the Amazon. 

Theoretically, there’s no limit 
to Brazilian rubber production. 
Brazil has an estimated 500,000,- 
000 trees, of which 300,000,000 
are in the Amazon. If each tree 
were tapped, yielding a low av- 
erage of five pounds, Brazil 
would produce 1,250,000 tons. 

By putting a premium on 
quantity and quality, experts be- 
lieve Brazil can speed rubber 
production for 1943 to 45,000 
tons. By 1944 it should hit 60,000 
tons and continue upwards. 

And that’s where the long- 
range program comes in. 

How to stage a comeback from 
the depression of 1932? This was 
the question Brazilian argicul- 
tural] economists asked them- 
selves, Obstacles were several. 

1. A tree had to be developed 
by science, which would be a 
high-yielder of latex and also 
be resistant to the leaf spot, a 
deadly disease attackin the 
rubber tree. That problem is 
practically licked. Dr, Felisberto 
C, Camargo told me triumphant- 
ly the other day that at the Ford 
plantation near Santarem, a 
clone has been developed which 
is completely resistant to the 
common rubber tree diseases. 


2. Some less cumbersome 
system had to be devised for the 
“seringeiro’ than wandering 
about’ the Amazonian jungle 
looking for occasional trees. 
Since large plantations require 
much capital, Brazilian experts 
have now decided to foster small 
holdings, 

And the Brazilian Government 
is now determined to assist any- 
one to Own a smal! patch of rub- 
ber trees who cares to ask for the 
land and the shoots. 

To assist in that program the 
United States Export - Import 
Bank at Washington has offered 
a loan of $5,000,000—to aid in 
every way possible increased 
production of rubber in Brazil. 

3, The Amazon lacks popula- 
tion, So the ministry of coloniza- 
tion is embarked on a gigantic 
program to move up to 20,000 
families, from anywhere they 
may be in Brazil, into the Ama- 
zon, grubstake them and see 


them on their way to production. | 


Again the United States steps 
to help, In the agreements 


which Dr, Souza Costa, minister 
of finance, signed at Washington 
last February, the Rubber Re- 
serve Company agreed to pur- 
chase the whole export balance 
of Brazilian rubber during the 
next five years. 

Brazilian experts figure that 
within five years they should be 
able to see whether a beginning 
can be made to produce rubber 
On small holdings in the Amazon 
at a price competing with Far 
Eastern rubber.

Swamp “Guinea Pigs”

There is a great and patriotic 
buzzing in the swamps of Marmora 
near Belleville, for the myriad 
mosquitoes there have decided to 
aid the Allied cause in a scientific 
way. If they are successful they 
may even help the United Nations 
ultimately in recapturing Burma 
and the Malayan peninsula. 

Two human guinea pigs are aid- 
ing the work of the mosquitoes—in 
fact they are directing it. They are 
Graham Mackay and H. A. U. 
Munro, officials of the entomolog- 
ical service, Both wander around 
in peculiar getups which include 
face nets and rubber gloves—but 
their arms are left bare, and this 
is where the mosquitoes come in. 


Droning around, the flies finally 
light upon the forearms of these 
men and are permitted to insert 
that well-known stinger which ime 
mediately effects the well-known 
results. Rubbed upon the men's 
arms like bracelets are rings of 
various-type ointments — and the 
reaction of the mosquitoes is care- 
fully noted and recorded. 

Authorities believe that malaria 
and yellow fever borne by mos- 
quitoes were contributing factors 
to our reverses in Malaya, Bataan 
and Burma, and Messrs. Mackay 
and Munro are sacrificing their 
comfort to test out all manner of 
mosquito-repellent formulas, hope 
ing to find one which will ulti- 
mately make the Allied soldier a 
man to be widely shunned by the 
mosquitoes of the Pacific area,

Big Expansion 
Noted Canada 
Seed Industry 


OLDS, Alta, June 18.—(CP)— 
Canada has expanded her seed 
production tremendously since 
1939 because of the attempt to 
meet both domestic and export 
demand for vegetable and field 
root seeds, E. L. Eaton of Upper 
Canard, N.S., said in his presi- 
dential address at the annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association of Canada, 

Mr. Eaton told the delegates Tues- 
day that while it is too much to 
expect that al] his business will re- 
main in the hands of Canadian seed 
growers after the war, growers can 
reasonably expect a permanent de- 
mand from the discriminating part 
of the buying public who want 
quality, uniformity and reliability 
from year to year. 
EXPORTED TO U.S. 

The president said Canada is pro- 
ducing more and better vegetable 
seed and said a good portion of this 
Boes to the United States as well 
as to Europe. 


Mr. Eaton said that for delegates | 


from Eastern Canada it was good 
news that there is increasing reg- 
istration of cereals in the prairie 
provinces and this represents a re- 
turn to more normal crop condi- 
tions, 

W. T. G. Wiener of Ottawa, secre- 
tary-treasurer, reporied that includ- 
ing associate members there now 
are 3,100 members of the organiza- 
tion and practically all are grow- 
ers.

VANCOUVER, June 18—(CP) 
—The United Nations can over- 
| whelm the Axis in the long run 
| With superior mannower, resources 
and productive strength if they 
| Will “devote the same attention 
| to Japan as to Germany,” Dr. Liu 
Shih-Shun, China's first minister | 
Plenipotentiary to Canada, said | 
last night in a radio address. 

Speaking over the western net- 
work of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, Dr. Liu said “Japan 
has long coveted the rich resources 


of the Philippines, Australia, the 
Netherlands East Indies, Malaya, 
Burma and_ India, There is}

That is 
why the Chinese government has 
pointed out time and again that the 
Pacific front is just as important as 
the Atlantic front.”

Acidosis is probably one of the 
most cgmmon and unrecognized | 
conditions in America today, yet 
the type of acidosis which is caused 
by eating too much of the acid- 
forming foods and not enough of 
the alkaline-forming kinds is quick- 
ly curable by a corrective diet. Diet 
is much more valuable than any 
other treatment for permanently 
overcoming acidosis. 

Many people do not understand 
exactly what is meant by the term 
“acidosis.” They believe that this 
means that the blood is acid. This 
is a wrong conception because the 
blood is always alkaline during life, 
and, when the blood is acid, death 
has already occurred. During health 
and life the blood and tissues of 
the body are always faintly alka- 
line. The term “acidosis” then 
sitpply means that the body is for a 
time less alkaline than it should 
be. 

Whether the tissues have a 
greater or lessened alkalinity de- 
pends on the food eaten, With the 
process of metabolism acids are 
produced in the body and in order 
to neutralize these acids it is nec- 
essary to have plenty of alkaline 
elements in the blood. When these 
acids are properly neutralized by 
the alkaline elements, we preserve 
the balance we call health When 
the acids are not sufficentiy neu- 
tralized, we have the beginning of 
the trouble called “acidosis.” 

Many of you probably wonder 
how we find out whether a food is 
acid-forming or alkaline-forming 
When any food is oxidized in the 
body, an ash remains similar to 
the ash remaining when any food 
is burned in a fire, Those foods

which leave an acid ash are called 
“acid-forming” while those leaving 
an lkaline ash are called “alkaline- 
forming” foods, 

The trouble with most diets is 
that they contain too many of the 
acid ash foods and not enough of 
an alkaline ash are called “alkaline- 
this one should eat probably twice 
as many of the alkaline ash foods 
to balance the others. As far as we 
know it is not possible to eat too 
many alkaline foods, while it is 
very eaSye to eat too many of the 
acid-forming foods. 

Whether a food is alkaline or 
acid does not depend on whether 
it tastes sweet or sdur but is de- 
termined solely by the ash it leaves 
in the body after being oxidized. 
Most of the acid fruits such as the 
oranges and lemons are avoided by 
many people with acidosis because 
of the sour acid taste. Yet all of the 
citrus fruits leave an alkaline ash 
in the body and are therefore al- 
kaline-forming, and, when properly 
used, are some of the finest foods 
that can be taken for overcoming 
the symptoms of acidosis, 

Acidosis is usually followed by

Promotion of the production of 
varied crops in the semi-arid 
region of southern Alberta is pro-

Supreme Court 
Rejects Appeal 
In Will Case 


Appeal by the executors of the 
estate of the late Allen Fraser 
against the judgment of Mr. Jus- 
tice W. R. Howson declaring that 
Allen Fraser was a trustee of 
property in Alberta for his 
nephews and nieces, and was 
without the right to devise prop- 
erty away from them, was dis- 
missed by an appeal court judg- 
ment written by Chief Justice 
Horace Harvey and concurred in 
by Mr. Justice Frank Ford and 
Mr. Justice A, F. Ewing. Mr. Jus- 
tice H. W. Lunney, in a dissent- 
ing judgment, held the appeal 
should be allowed.

Claim that the problem of fin- 
ancing education in the Edson 
school division has become acute 
due to the methods of tax collect- 
ing adopted by the provincial 
authorities administering the 
local improvement districts, and 
the municipal district within the 
Edson schoo! division, is the an- 
nounced reason the Edson school 
board is unable to consent to in- 
creased pay for the teachers. 
This was revealed before the one- 
man conciliation committee that sat 
here earlier in the week to attempt 
to iron out the salary differences 
between the Edson school board 
and their staff of more than 50 
teachers, 

Claude M. Clark, Edson, secretary 
of the Edson School Divisional 
board, who attended the confer- 
ence, stated that surrender of lands 
through arrears in taxes has re- 
sulted in the exemption from taxa 
tion of about $100,000 worth of farm 
land. 

The schoo] board is thus deprived 
of about $2,000 worth of tax money 
annually through this situation 
alone, 

BOARD HANDICAPPED 

The board is further handicapped 
in that since the municipal district 
has been placed under an official 
administrator, the trustees are un 
able to press for the collection of 
arrears of school taxes. 

Furthermore, Mr. Clarke charged, 
the school board has not receivea 
proceeds from a $4 educational poll 
tax that is being collected from 
more than 500 millwork employees 
working in the division each winter 

He explained that there are from 
35 to 40 mills operating each win- 
ter within the school division and 
the children of the mill employees 
attend schools within the division 
These mills are not taxed, except in 
the case of one permanent mill, and 
the poll tax, originally intended for 


school purposes, does not reach the 
coffers of the school board because 
it is being paid direct to the govern. 
ment through the administrators of 
the municipality and the local im: 
provement districts. 

WILLING TO PAY 

Mr. Clarke thought that the re- 
quest of the teachers for a basic 
salary of $19.23 per week Was one 
to which the divisional board would 
agree and would be prepared to 
Pay, if they saw their way clear to 
do so. 

He stated that in his opinion the 
manner of administration since the 
municipality fell under depart- 
mental control, has been the stums 
bling block in the path of better 
salaries,

“Big Innings” Soon for Canadian Army Predicts Stuart 


Commander On West Coast 


Calls Troops 
For Big 


To Prepare 


Offensive Drive 


OTTAWA, June 18.—(CP)—The “big innings” of the 
army in the present war is coming soon, Lt.-Gen. Kenneth 
Stuart, chief of the general staff and acting commander- 
in-chief west coast defences, said last night in a broadcast 
speech directed to all soldiers in Canada, but particularly to 


junior officers, 


The past 214 years of war have 
belonged to the navy and the air 
force, Gen, Stuart said, The army 
had hard training but little fight- 
ing. The navy and the air force 
had avoided defeat but it was 
necessary to win the war and the 
army would have to do that by 
the “physical occupation of ter- 
ritory.” 

The General asked the public to 
vist the army during Army Week 
(June 29 to July 5). He asked the 
army to do its bit in interpreting 
itself to the public. 
OPPORTUNITY SOON 

“Victory cannot be attained with- 
out the active participation of the 
army. We now are on the road to 
victory and the great opportunity 
for the army will soon present it- 
self.” 

The war was at a eritical stage. 
N was time for every soldier to 
take stock of himself so that the 
army could not only match but im- 
prove upon the efforts of the en- 
emy. He asked junior officers to 
examine their activities in the light 
of the application to them of moral, 
mental and physical qualities, The 
moral component was by far the 
most impor‘ant. The quality of 
loyalty was important in the moral 
ephere, loyalty to superiors, loyalty 
to subordinates and loyalty to 
truth, 

A junior officer had to look to 
the interests of his men and if he 
found loyalty to them in apparent 
conflict with loyalty to his superior 
he would probably find a referee 
in “loyalty to truth.” 

“Do not subscribe to the ‘yes 
man’ type of loyalty,” said Gen. 
Stuart. “We have no place for 
such type of loyalty in the Can- 
adian army today. We need in- 
dividuals who have minds af their 
Own and are not frightened to ex- 
press their views and who are not 
frightened to fight for the inter- 
ests of the men they command.” 

Tt was a privilege to serve in the 

forces. It was a greater privilege 
to command 50 men but it carried 
responsibilities. Officers should 
know their men individually be- 
cause each was different. They 
should know their problems and 
see that each man attained a defin- 
ite standard. They should be care- 
ful of punishment for it was usually 
an admission of failure to strike 
the right note. 


CONSTANTLY AT SCHOOL 

Every job in the army had to be 
done in the best possible way. To 
bring this about, officers had to 
remain constantly at school, im- 
proving their military knowledge. 
Judgment and initiative sprang 
from knowledge. Judgment re- 
quired brains, and initiative re- 
quired guts» 

“We have no place in this army 
ef ours for ‘no run, no hit, no 
error’ men,” he said. “T want 
officers who will hit the ball out 
of the park a few times in their 


+t service. To do so I expect them 


But they must 
mistake 


to make mistakes, 
never make the same 
twice.” 

Calculated risks had to be taken 
in war. Otherwise tHe Canadian 
army would be no match for others 
who took calculated risks. 


Concluding, Gen. Stuart said: “In 
order that the army may live up to 
this great responsibility (the big 
innings to come) I say to you, and 
this is my message to all ranks of 
the Canadian army, ‘what was good 
enough for yesterday is not good 
enough for tomorrow’.”

“Then we went through a blind- 
ing wall of fire. The enemy ships 


could see big red flashes from the 
battleship’s guns. Their barrage 
became fiercer until it looked as if 
the whole ship was spurting flame. 

“We dived to within 100 feet 
above the sea, fired a torpedo and 
immediately banked away. My 
observer confirmed that we hit 
her and that she listed to port. 
Before that I saw an explosion on 
the near side of an enemy cruiser, 
then a huge column of water 
spouted up and rolled over her, 
indicating both our flights had 
given her a dose of torpedoes,” 

A destroyer ahead of her swung 
around as if to protect her, but it 
appeared the destroyer had already 
been hit. 

“We went right over her but she 
was not firing any more,” he said. 

A radio operator on one of the 
planes described how he saw a tor- 
pedo strike the bows of a battle- 
ship and “an enormous column of 
water and smoke rose high in the 
air right above the masts.”

Six Provinces 
Give Views On 
Training Plan 


OTTAWA, Jane 17.—(CP)— 
Views of six provincial depart- 
ments of education on the voca- 
tional training bill now before 
parliament were placed yester- 
day before the special House of 
Commons committee studying the 
bill. 

All provincial ministers of educa- 
tion. were asked their views, No 
answer has yet been received from 
Quebec, Nova Scotia or Manitoba. 

Prince Edward Island. New 
Brunswick and Saskatchewan re- 
Plied approving of the bill and stat- 
ing they had no comments nor sug- 
gestions, 


ALBERTA VIEWPOINT 

Premier Aberhart of Alberta said 
the bill appeared to cover all im- 
portant considerations. He sug- 
gested it should provide for agree- 
ments with the provinces for assist- 
ing vocational education over an 
indefinite period, possibly with pro- 
vision for alteration of the agree- 
ments, 

A memorandum from Duncan 
McArthur, deputy minister of 
education for Ontario, seid the 
contribution of the federal gov- 
ernment to vocational and tech- 
nical education in Ontario so far 
was relatively slight compsred 
with that made by the province 
and municipalities. 

Hon. H. G, Perry, British Colum- 
bia minister of education, suggested 
the bill be amplified to include the 
relevant parts of the order-in- 
council governing present training 
projects, including provision for 
allowances to trainees. These allow- 
ances should be increased to pro- 
vide for married men with families. 


TRAINING RETURNED MEN 

Mr. Perry said he did not think 
the province should be asked to 
bear half the cost of training re- 
turned men and that the bill should 
be clarified to avoid that possibility. 
The Dominion should assume full 
responsibility for training returned 
men and also those discharged from 
war industries. A section should be 
inserted to provide that the Dom- 
inion would also bear the full cost 
of training persons who come into 
a province from’ other provinces 
and those coming from other coun- 
tries.
